THE CANADIAN FAMILY 
Changes in the number and average 


size of Canadian families will be re- ; 


vealed by tiie Ninth Decennial Cansus 


of Canada, to be taken in June this | 


year, During the ten years from 
1931 to 1941 the average number of 
children per family decreased Since 
1941 the number of families has 
risen far more than during the 1930's 
but it is probable that the average 
number of children per family has de- 
creased further in spite of a marked 
increase in the birth rate. Exactly 
how muc's each has changed wi]l be 
shown ty the 1951 census. 

The 1931 census enumerated 2,- 
149,000 families, while at the 1941 
census 2,525,000 were recorded, an 
increase of 17.5 per cent. Judging by 
estimates for years since 1941,, the 
1951 census will show a still larger 
proportionate, as well as numercial, 
increase over 1941, The estimated 
number of families in June, 1949, the 
latest date for winich an estimate is 
available, was 3,187,000, an increase 
of over 26 per cent since 1941. 

Regarding the factors in family 
formation, there has been an average 
of 106,800 marriages yearly over 
the period 1941-49 of persons marry- 
ing for tie first time, while in the 
period 1931-40 the yearly average 
was 75,200. There has also been a 
considerable immigration of families 
into Canada since the Second World 
‘War. 

In 1931 there were 4,965,000 children 
in families, an average of 2.3 per 
family. 1941 the number was up to 
5,200,000, but the average per family 
was down to 2.1 children, The reduced 
1941 average reflects the lower 
birth rate of the 1930’s, the average 
birth rate for tiitis period being 20.9 
per 1,000 of the population as com: 
pared with 24.1 per 1,000 over the 
Period 1926-30, 

Since the 1930's the birth rate has 
risen; for the period 1941-48 the 
yearly average was 24.9 per 1000 
However, the increase in the 1940's 
was due largely to~the increase in 
matriages and, consequently, in first 
and second births, and not toa rela- 
tive increase in the birth, say, of 
fourth, fifth and later children. Ac- 
cordingly, while the 1951 census will 
show a considerably larger number 
of both children in families and of 
families with children, the average 
number of children per family is not 
likely to exceed tile average for 1941,

Air Vice Marshal Howsam said, “It 
will be remembered that Premier 
Manning told us, Alberta is unlikely to 
be selected for mass air attack. “ The 
premier also said enemy bombers were 
lkely to pass over Alberta en route 
to the large industrial centres in the 
United States. If the enemy bomb- 
ers are turned back by our fighter 
aircraft they would want to drop 
their bomb loads at once, and any 
handy rural] tarzet migi.t be attacked, 

If a bomber had any choice he 
would drop his bomb load on impor- 
tant targets such as industrial areas 
where more damage would be caused, 
said the Provincial Co-ordinator, For 
this reason city dwellers must take 
special precaution, he added. 

“On the other hand city dwellers. 
have many more neighbors, organized 
individuals and civil defence units 
which would rally around to give aid. 
Self /ielp and mutual aid are the two’ 
important keys to survival under air 
attack,” said the Air Marshal

Further Delayed

New Refinery 
To Be In 


May Reopen In |Oreration Soon 


British Columbi 


PINCHI LAKE, B.C.—The ghosts 
of war are lurking around this de- 
serted village in northern British 
Columbia, 

An all-timé high price for quick- 
silver may mean reopening of North 
America’s only major mercury mine 
here. 

During the last war, Pinchi, owned 
by Consolidated Mining and Smelting 
company of Trail, B.C., was the only 
large supplier of the vital metal to 
the allied cause. 

When the war ended and mercury 
prices slumped sharply, it was un- 
profitable to mine mercury from the 
big but thin-grade deposits, and the 
operation was shut down. 

Mercury, used in the manufacture 
of explosives, now has hit a record 
price in world markets. Pinchi may 
be reopened as the tempo of defence 
preparedness accelerates. 

Consolidated has not made any an- 
nouncement about the property but 
the company recently allocated $15,- 
000,000 for expansion projects in 
B.C. Some of this may go toward 
a@ new start at Pinchi. 

Pinchi Lake, located northwest of 
Prince George, was a “hush-hush” 
project during the war because it 
was the major source of mercury for 
explosives for the allies. 

After the war, mercury prices 
skidded to $70 a flask of 76 pounds. 
Company officials said it cost $108 a 
flask to produce it. However, the 
price now has risen to $233.50 for a 
flask. It jumped more than $43 a 
flask.in one day at New York. 

Since the war, the village of Pin- 
chi, which had modern stores, hotels 
and movie theatre, has been all but 
deserted.

WINNIPEG. — A $110,000-a-day 
“gusher” soon will be pouring oil out 
of East St. Paul, eight miles north 
of Winnipeg. ' 

Gasoline, fuel oil and kerosene— 
refined from crude piped in from Al- 
‘berta—will be produced at a new 
(Imperial Oil) refinery at a rate ex- 
ceeding $40,000,000 annually. 

This new industry will employ 
some 175 persons and have a payroll 
of $600,000. Most help will be hired 
locally, although technicians and key 
personnel will be imported. 

Production will total 350,000 gal- 
lons a day. f 

A 400-acres East St. Paul “tank 
farm’ will contain 42 storage tanks 
with total capacity of 35,000,000 gal- 
lons—10,000,000 gallons more than 
greater Winnipeg consumes in an en- 
tire year, 

Early in 1951, crude oil will flow 
from Alberta, via Gretna, Man., into 
a group of 2,000,000-galloft storage 
tanks. The crude oil will be distrib- 
uted automatically through the vari- 
ous units of the $10,000,000 plant. 

The refinery proper has two main 
units, The first is @ distillation plant 
to turn crude into raw gasoline, 
‘kerosene and tractor oil, diesel oil 
|and stove and furnace fuels, The 
;Second separates gases produced by 
distillation and cracking processes. 
Some are blended with the\raw gaso- 
jline to give quick-starting properties.

VANCOUVER.—British Columbia’s 
Fraser Valley now produces enough 
hops to supply 55 per cent. of Can- 
ada’s brewery needs, Clinton L. Jen- 
nings of New York, vice-president of 
Canadian Hop Growers Limited, said 
during a visit here, 

He said that B.C, produces about 
9,000 bales of hops yearly. Ontario 
Produces several hundred bales a 
year. Remainder is imported from 
the United States! 

The company operates a 447%acre 
field at Sumas, 60 miles southeast of 
Vancouver, said to be the third larg- 
est individual hop farm in the world. 
This farm has grown 3,000 bales in 
one year, 

Picking has been partly mechaniz- 
ed. A machine, something like a 
cotton gin and qperated by 18 men, 
is used. Mr. Jennings says this does 
the work of about 1,200 pickers.

CALGARY. — The provincial 
government's decision against 
the export of natural gas from 
Alberta at the present time 
probably will result in a record- 

reaking program of gas explor- 
ation in the province. 

This was one of the things evident 
in the reactions of oilmen here to 
the government announcement. 

Most oilmen expressed deep disap- 
pointment at the decision in off-the- 
record comments, although few had 
any statement to make until they 
had given more detailed study to 
Premier Manning’s announcement, 

Some expressed fear that Alberta's 
natural gas would be “bottled up 
here for a long time” and the lucra- 
tive Pacific coast market may be lost 
to Texas gas. The petroleum and 
natural gas conservation board's esti- 
mate of economically recoverable re- 
serves of  4,439,000,000,000 cubic 
feet was thought to be conservative. 
Estimates at last year's hearing 
ranged from six trillion and up, about 
twice Alberta’s needs for the next 
30 years. 

Leadin® gas searchers — Canadian 
Delhi, Pacific Pctroleums, and Me- 
Coll Union all expressed intentions 
of continuing as rapidly as possible 
their search for gas from the inter- 
national boundary to northern Al- 
berta. — 

Smiley Rabon, manager of Cana- 
dian Delhi, orie of the applicants for 
gas exports said his company will 
“go ahead full steam” with its pro- 
gram for proving up gas reserves 
and deliverability.” 

The disappointment and surprise 
was reflected on the Calgary stock 
market, as shares dropped. Jumping 
Pound company stocks dropped from 
49 cents to 30 cents immediately af- 
ter the announcement but towards 
noon, there was marked improvement 
on the market.
